Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1969,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
Circular  1/70. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  Health  of  the  District 
has  remained  good  and  that  there  has  been  no  major  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  Staff 

Mr.  G.  A.  Webb,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  resigned 
in  June  to  take  up  an  appointment  in  Norfolk  and  Mr.  L.  W. 
Parsloe  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

Mr.  K.  I.  Stewart,  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  to  take  up 
his  first  appointment. 

Miss  Wheeler  resigned  after  seventeen  months  service  and  was 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Chapman  in  March. 

Population 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  increased  from  38,590 
in  1968  to  38,870  in  1969. 

Births  and  Deaths 

The  Birth  Rate  of  15.4  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
was  a little  below  the  national  figure  of  16.3,  while  the  Death  Rate 
of  10.01  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  well  below  the 
national  figure  of  11.9. 

During  the  year  there  were  467  deaths  and,  as  in  previous  years, 
about  50%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
arteries.  Deaths  from  malignant  disease,  the  next  largest  cause  of 
death,  were  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  National  epidemic  of  Influenza  at  the  end  of  the  year 
affected  the  District  to  a marked  degree.  However,  as  Influenza  is 
not  a notifiable  disease  the  full  extent  of  the  outbreak  is  not  known. 
Five  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  cause,  whereas  in  the  previous 
nine  years  only  eleven  deaths  had  been  recorded  as  due  to 
Influenza. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  reached  the 
unusually  low  figure  of  44  in  1968;  in  1969  it  rose  to  109;  still  not 
a very  high  figure. 
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1969  was  the  first  full  year  during  which  Infectious  Jaundice 
was  compulsorily  notifiable  throughout  the  country.  34  cases  were 
notified  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District. 

Measles  still  showed  its  classical  two  year  cycle  and  since  1960 
the  figures  have  run  as  follows:  — 

5,  725,  79,  303,  102,  555,  35,  613,  25,  57. 

The  rise  in  1969  was  much  smaller  than  one  would  have 
expected  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  attribute  this  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease. 

Main  Drainage 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  throughout  the  District  is  gather- 
ing momentum. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  his  notes  on 
the  progress  being  made.  His  memorandum  appears  in  the  body  of 
this  report. 

Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  the  introduction  of  paper  sacks  together  with 
an  intensive  “work  study”  enabled  us  to  save  enough  time  to  con- 
sider the  introduction  of  a weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

The  Council  agreed  to  the  gradual  implementation  of  a scheme 
designed  to  cover  the  whole  District  by  the  end  of  1971.  A start 
was  made  in  the  Parishes  of  Bramley  and  Witley. 

The  introduction  of  the  sacks  was  greeted  by  a fair  number  of 
letters  of  objection  such  as  one  expects  when  any  change  is  made. 
Some  of  the  letters  contained  useful  suggestions  which  we  have 
done  our  best  to  incorporate  in  the  scheme;  others  were  less 
helpful. 

By  and  large  the  scheme  has  been  accepted  as  a boon  and  I have 
no  doubt  in  my  own  mind  that  the  change  is  for  the  better,  both 
from  the  point  of  view  of  hygiene  and  from  the  point  of  view  of 
those  who  have  to  do  the  actual  work  involved  in  collecting  refuse. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  encourage- 
ment during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr.  Hay  and  the  other 
members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all 
times.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  at  the  Group  Hospital  Laboratory 
at  King  George  V Hospital  for  Chest  Diseases.  The  Guildford 
laboratory  sends  copies  of  reports  on  all  specimens  examined  for 
infectious  organisms  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  well  as 
to  the  private  doctor  or  hospital  concerned.  Examinations  carried 
out  during  the  year  at  Guildford  were  as  follows:  —

Water  Analysis. — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Grays  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.l,  undertake  the  examination  (both 
chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water.

District  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery 

There  were  ten  District  Nurses/Midwives  working  in  the  area 
during  1969.

The  vacancy  left  by  Miss  Mellican  in  the  Elstead  area  is  now 
undertaken  by  Mrs.  Robins  doing  general  duties  only. 

Mrs.  Cornwell  was  appointed  as  a part-time  trained  district 
nurse  on  1st  October,  1969,  to  assist  in  the  Cranleigh/Chiddingfold 
areas.  The  nursing  auxiliary  in  the  Bramley  areas  has  been  off 
sick  since  the  20th  November,  1969. 

Miss  Strevens,  who  was  undertaking  midwifery  in  the  Elstead  / 
Godaiming  areas,  resigned  on  5th  October,  1969,  and  the  work  is 
now  undertaken  by  Miss  J.  Spicer,  who  was  appointed  to  this 
area  on  1st  November,  1969. 

The  overall  number  of  visits  has  decreased  since  last  year 
but  time  spent  in  social  problems  is  increasing. 

A gradual  change  in  the  organisation  of  the  service  is  taking 
place.  The  new  policy  is  for  District  Nurses  to  be  attached  to  the 
practices  of  Family  Doctors.  Hitherto  they  have  worked  for  all 
the  doctors  serving  a particular  area. 

The  advantage  of  the  new  scheme  is  that  it  makes  the  service 
less  impersonal  even  though  it  may  mean  that  the  nurse  has  to 
cover  more  territory. 

On  the  whole  the  scheme  is  appreciated  by  the  Patients, 
Doctors  and  Nurses  concerned. 

By  the  end  of  1969  seven  nurses  were  still  working  on  an 
area  basis  but  two  had  become  “attached”  and  one  had  become 
“aligned”,  i.e.  working  mainly  for  one  Family  Practice. 

Health  Visiting 

The  Health  Visiting  in  Hambledon  Rural  District  is  now 
largely  carried  out  by  eight  Health  Visitors  although  others  visit 
a few  families  in  the  area  who  are  registered  with  General  Practi- 
tioners to  whose  practices  they  are  officially  attached. 

Three  are  based  at  Tring  Clinic  at  Cranleigh  and  the  rest 
work  from  centres  outside  the  area  or  from  their  home.  The 
increase  in  establishment  at  Cranleigh  has  now  been  implemented. 
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All  work  in  closest  co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners 
and  two  are  officially  attached  to  local  practices.

Home  Help  Service 

At  the  end  of  1969  fourteen  Home  Helps  and  seventeen 
Neighbour  Helps  were  employed  in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District. 

The  applications  for  service  continue  to  increase  but  as  we 
are  unable  to  recruit  sufficient  staff  we  cannot  supply  enough  help 
to  meet  demands. 

The  Neighbour  Help  Scheme  has  increased  appreciably  enab- 
ling many  to  have  assistance  under  this  scheme.

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FRENSHAM  PONDS 


The  two  Ponds  at  Frensham  continue  to  attract  large  numbers 
of  day  trippers.  On  a warm  day  the  Great  Pond  which  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Council  attracts  over  1,500  cars.

Society  who  voluntarily  give  their  services  during  the  months  when 
the  public  visit  the  Ponds  in  large  numbers.  My  thanks  are  due 
to  the  Misses  Slayter  for  this  most  helpful  and  necessary  service 
and  for  the  following  details  of  the  work  undertaken.

It  will  be  noted  that  most  of  the  treatment  was  for  cuts  and 
bruises,  mainly  due  to  the  broken  glass  left  by  the  trippers.  This 
is  despite  the  provision  of  litter  bins  and  clearing  by  the  Council 
staff. 

Farnham  police  have  again  provided  a regular  life  saving  team 
during  the  season  although  there  have  been  some  difficulties  in 
manning  it. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Regular  analysis  of  various  supplies  of  water  to  the  Rural 
District  have  been  carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  24 
samples  were  taken  in  1969. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  from  the  private  supplies,  which 
on  the  whole  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  District  is  supplied  to  the  east  and  centre  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Board  and  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  to 
the  west.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS

and  will  prove  a great  boon  to  the  locality. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  1969 
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MAIN  DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE 


With  the  rise  in  the  standard  of  living  in  this  area,  more  ana 
more  households  have  washing  machines  and  other  appliances 
which  produce  great  quantities  of  waste  water. 

From  1st  January  1968  the  Council  has  offered  six  cesspool 
emptyings  as  a rate  borne  charge  instead  of  four  as  previously. 

The  introduction  of  Main  Drainage  is  still  urgently  needed 
in  a number  of  places,  but  its  provision  proceeds  apace. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes:  — 

Ewhurst  — Ellens  Green /Cox  Green 

The  contract  for  draining  these  two  communities,  including 
two  new  pumping  stations,  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  It 
is  anticipated  that  most  properties  will  carry  out  connections  dur- 
ing 1970. 

Hambledon 

The  contract  for  sewer  extensions  at  Lane  End  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  all  properties  made  connections. 

Western  Area 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has  investi- 
gated this  scheme,  which  covers  Dockenfield,  Millbridge,  Short- 
field,  Frensham,  Churt  (part),  Rushmoor,  Tilford  and  Thursley, 
together  with  the  new  Disposal  Works  incorporating  the  existing 
Works  at  Elstead.  Clearance  has  now  been  received  from  the 
Ministry  and  it  is  anticipated  that  through  1970  the  contract 
designs  and  documentation  will  be  prepared  with  a view  to  first 
tenders  being  obtained  early  in  1971. 

Flood  Prevention  Works 

Following  the  immediate  and  urgent  work  carried  out  towards 
the  end  of  1968  further  work  has  continued  throughout  1969. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  amount  of  refuse  put  out  for  collection  continues  to 
increase,  necessitating  larger  vehicles  for  collection.  In  addition 
the  shortage  of  good  tipping  spaces  has  created  many  problems. 

The  introduction  of  Paper  Sacks  and  the  plan  for  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse,  already  approved,  will  make  a great  difference 
in  this  field. 

Further  details  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  appended. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Act.  During  1969  78  inspections  were  made 
in  connection  with  suspected  atmospheric  pollution.  Much  less 
difficulty  was  experienced  from  the  white  line  paint  manufacturing 
process.  Other  complaints  involved  a brick  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment and  ceramic  works.  Improvement  in  firing  and  additional 
height  to  chimney  stack  have  been  carried  out  in  conjunction  with 
advice  from  the  Alkali  Inspectorate.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Applications  for  moveable  dwellings  have  been  generally 
refused  under  Planning  Acts  and  no  site  licences  were  issued  dur- 
ing the  year. 

One  family  of  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  live  permanently  in 
the  district.  There  arc  some  5 or  6 caravans  and  they  appear  on 
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various  parts  of  the  commons.  It  would  be  helpful  if  a permanent 
site  could  be  found  for  them,  but  there  may  be  some  difficulty  in 
persuading  them  to  use  the  site  if  it  is  very  far  from  their  usual 
haunts. 

On  sites  with  3 or  more  caravans  there  is  a total  of  104  cara- 
vans. Three  of  the  larger  sites  are  well  planned,  maintained  and 
constructed.  Two  sites  have  each  caravan  connected  to  a drainage 
system.

The  chest  patients  in  King  V Hospital  were  gradually  trans- 
ferred to  Milford  Chest  Hospital  during  the  summer  and  the 
special  bus  which  collects  visitors  from  Aldershot,  Farnham  and 
Elstead  was  duly  re-routed. 

The  Care  Committee  continued  to  pay  its  share  of  the 
subsidy  needed  to  keep  this  service  going.  The  bus  now  runs  on 
Wednesdays  as  well  as  Sundays. 

Mrs.  M.  J.  Brander  (Divisional  Social  Worker)  was  welcomed 
at  the  May  meeting  as  a co-opted  member  of  the  Committee. 

The  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual  Appeal  realised  the 
sum  of  £181  6s.  0d.;  a drop  of  £87  on  the  previous  year.

Refuse  Collection 


Improvements  to  the  refuse  collection  service  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  By  March  the  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  sys- 
tem was  complete  although,  because  of  increases  in  costs  of  paper 
sacks  and  reductions  in  costs  of  plastic  sacks,  a change  to  plastic 
sacks  was  made. 

Time  saved  by  the  introduction  of  plastic  sacks,  work  study 
and  bonus  schemes  has  been  used  as  a basis  for  commencing 
collection  of  refuse  each  week  instead  of  fortnightly  in  parts  of 
Witley  (including  Milford)  and  Bramley.  Weekly  collection  is  to 
be  extended  as  men  and  vehicles  become  available  over  the  next 
two  years. 

The  numbers  of  requests  for  removal  of  bulky  items  of  refuse 
continue  to  increase.  During  the  year  134  special  collections  were 
made.  Increasing  use  is  made  of  the  bays  provided  under  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act  for  the  dumping  of  unwanted  refuse  at  Witley  and 
Cranleigh. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem.  More  requests  are  being 
received  for  litter  bins.  Not  all  the  litter  aimed  at  the  bin  goes  into 
the  bin  and  the  surrounds  are  often  litter  strewn. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  One  tip  at  Cran- 
leigh is  being  used.  Refuse  collected  in  the  Western  part  of  the 
district  is  reloaded  at  Witley  Depot  and  transferred  to  Cranleigh, 
a journey  of  some  ten  miles  each  way. 


CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

In  January,  1969,  as  the  result  of  a work  study  project,  an 
incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  for  men  engaged  on  Cess- 
pool emptying.  This  has  been  very  successful  and  the  year’s  work 
was  completed  with  six  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  each  with  a 
two-man  crew. 

The  fleet  consists  of  six  emptying  vehicles,  four  of  which  have 
a capacity  of  1,500  gallons  and  two  of  800  gallons. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  be  a problem.  Con- 
tents are  discharged  largely  on  to  agricultural  land.  Discharge  from 
two  of  the  vehicles  is  at  Cranleigh  Sewage  Disposal  works.  Distance 
from  the  works  prevents  discharge  from  more  vehicles.  The  average 
distance  travelled  to  discharge  a load  is  10.83  miles.
